Oue evening a couplo of “olack bones‘ 
cama to ace the ‘old gentleman’ ‘and thus 
gave mea sight of their bearing towardaa 
responsible oficial, ‘Thoy war attired in 
tho long folt cloak which is a'striking fea- 
ture of their dross’; their hoads wore bound 
in blue cotton, cloth which was wound 
sud roand the switoh of hair that is alow. 
ed to grow just above thoir 'forchead, till 
it lucked like'a short thick horn set well 
forward upon tho head. The. fect wore 
bare, the forms athletic and the color 5 
shade or twojlighter pothapa’than the so- 
called red Indiane... Kneeling before the 
mandarin thoy made a hasty oboisance and 
commenced their report, When they had 
gone the kindly ‘old gontleman' sat on, 
giving me an account of bis experience and 
opinions of the Man-tz. From this I 
gather the number of these hill tribes is” 
not waning; they aro holding their own 
against the Chinese and are practically in- 
dependent of them commercially, but for 
supplies of salt, wine and some cotton 
cloth, Their felt garments come from the 
Woat, and so far as Lui-po is concerned 
the Man-tz export more than they import, 
They consume large quantities of the fiery 
spirit called ‘hojiu’ (fire wins); the policy 
of the Chinese on this pviot being in 
atriking accord with that of Western na- 
tions in their treatment of depandent peo- 
ples such ss Indians in Amorica, Negroes 
in Africa, and thenatives of the Pacific Is- 
Jande—give them all they can pay for. 


. Idolatry is not much practised, opium 
amoking not known, but a crude form of 
ancestral worship is prevalent, The dead 
sre cremated, and in tho case of the head 
ofa household dying, when the body is 
burned a piece of the charred wood from 
the funoral pile is reserved; a smooth 
surface is made on this, apon which a rade 
sketch of the deceased is made. This 
inadequate likeness is put into some pro- 


minent placoand worshipped by the family.

When asked as to- the prospoot of 
missionary work among the Man-tz, the 
mandarin ‘gavea decided negative. ‘It is 
no uae,’ said ho, ‘they are wild, they wore 
born wild and will remain wild,’ and in 
order to emphasize as well as to elucidate 
his position he used an illustration (and 
to a Chinese mind an illustration ia the end 
of all argumant) lying right to hand, In 
his aviary were a couple of silver pheasants, 


and pointing to them the’ old man said, 
*Seo those wild fowl; woll I've had 
them for a number of yours in close con- 
finomont, but that has not changed them 
into domestic chickens; they would fly off 
at once were thoy released ; why?’ because 
they are wild—it is natural to them—so is 
it with the Man-tz,’ From his standpoint 
this is prefoctly true, Confucianism finds 
bo remedy, but in the face: of the history 
of the Karens aod other bill tribes ia 
Burmah we are sanguine as to the reaults 
of Christian work among the Man-tz when- 
ever it is to be done. 


When we left tho hospitable roof 
of our courteous Lost wo bory away many 
tokens of his and others’ guodwik; they 
treated us. royally, God’s bicasing be with 
tiem for it, und slo with the Obristian 
werkera who shall.
